Amendments to the Drawings 

The drawing sheet attached in connection with the above-identified appUcation 
containing Figure 9 is being presented as a new formal drawing sheet to be substituted for the 
previously submitted drawing sheet. The drawing Figure 9 has been amended. 

The specific changes which have been made to Figure 9 are the addition of elements 
32, 43 and 48 on the bottom of the Figure, which are described in paragraphs [0062], [0063] 
and [0066] of the specification, respectively. 
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REMARKS 

Applicants respectfully request reconsideration of the present application in view of 
the foregoing amendments and in view of the reasons that follow. This amendment adds, 
changes and/or deletes claims in this application. A detailed listing of all claims that are, or 
were, in the application, irrespective of whether the claim(s) remain under examination in the 
application, is presented, with an appropriate defined status identifier. 

Claims 48 and 58 are requested to be cancelled. Claims 49-56 and 59 are currently 
being amended. Claims 49-57, 59, 61, and 62 are now pending in this application. No new 
matter was added. 

The drawings were objected to as lacking claimed features. In response, applicants 
submit herewith amended drawing Figure 9 which shows the heating element 32, the batteries 
43 arranged in parallel and the Coulomb resistance 48, as described in paragraphs [0062], 
[0063] and [0065] of the specification. These features are shown with dashed lines around 
them to illustrate that these features are optional, as discussed in the specification. 

The cooling fluid reservoir is shown with numbers 23, 29 in original Figures 5 and 6. 
The batteries coimected in series are shown with numbers 43 in original Figure 9. Thus, 
applicants respectfully submit that these features do not need to be added to the figures. 

Applicants appreciate the indication that claims 54-57 and 59 would be allowed if 
rewritten in independent form. In response, AppHcants cancelled independent claims 48 and 
58 and rewrote allowable claims 56 and 59 in independent form. Applicants submit that the 
application is now in condition for allowance. 

Applicants submit that the 35 U.S.C. §102 and §103(a) rejections of the remaining 
claims have been rendered moot by the cancellation of independent claims 48 and 58 and the 
presentation of allowable claims 56 and 59 in independent form. The cancellation of claims 
48 and 58 was done to expedite the allowance of the application and should not be considered 
to be a acquiescence that the rejections were proper. 
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Applicants believe that the present application is now in condition for allowance. 
Favorable reconsideration of the application as amended is respectfully requested. The 
Examiner is invited to contact the imdersigned by telephone if it is felt that a telephone 
interview would advance the prosecution of the present application.
